If you don’t believe me, just 
read the new Historical Preservation Ordinance! 

1 would like to impress upon the residents of Sierra Madre 
to obtain a copy and read, in its entirety, the new Historical 
Preservation Ordinance. Hidden behind carefully crafted eu¬ 
phonious verbiage, the ambiguity of this ordinance could, 
quite possible, prevent a homeowner from changing their rose 
garden to a garden filled with daisies without a permit and the 
consent of the Cultural Heritage Commission, a process that 
could take up to three months. Three months just to plant 
daisies! 

Additionally, this ordinance, if passed, could launch the city 
into costly legal actions that question the constitutional rights 
of homeowners via fifth amendment protections through “tak¬ 
ings.” The last thing the city needs is to be plagued by unnec¬ 
essary and costly litigation. Even worse is the potential eco¬ 
nomic hardship this ordinance may place on many of Sierra 
Madre’s senior citizens who are on fixed incomes. 

This is an 11th hour wake-up call for all concerned resi¬ 
dents who want to protect their rights of home ownership from 
a small group of seven members who somehow feel that their 
passion for preserving the past is more important than your 
rights as a homeowner. If you feel as emphatically as I do about 
preserving your rights as a homeowner, then I would encour¬ 
age you to contact the members of the City Council and ex¬ 
press your dissatisfaction with the proposed ordinance.

Dear Editor: 

The Historic Preservation ordinance proposed by the Si¬ 
erra Madre Cultural Heritage Commission is similar to a much 
less invasive ordinance presented several years ago, which was 
opposed by the citizens. 

The ordinance will create many times the problems it pur¬ 
ports to address. It is objectionable in its entirety but, a few of 
the most offensive provisions follow; 

It’s language manages to make the entire city hostage to 
the CHC, either through its HPOZ clauses, the age clauses or 
its effect on individual properties, the overwhelming major¬ 
ity, of which are over 50 years old, or will be within the next 
few years. 


Hester to the Cultural Heritage Commission. This commis¬ 
sioner was appointed for her expertise in the area of histori¬ 
cal preservation, not for her relationship to a City Council 
member, which has no bearing on this issue. Also, your read¬ 
ers need to know that the revisions to the Cultural Heritage 
Ordinance had already been drafted by past and present com¬ 
mission members and not by any one commissioner. 

In the Nov. 16 edition of the Sierra Madre News, Mrs. 
Roach wrote a column that purported to be one side of a “de¬ 
bate” on the ordinance. Her presentation was actually an ad¬ 
vertisement for an opposition group, under the guise of report¬ 
ing. Her language was vitriolic and caused unnecessary ag¬ 
gravation because of her misleading information. It was not a 
fair or reasonable presentation of the ordinance. The 
newspaper’s staff report, however, which presented the other 
side of the “debate” was much more objective and factual. 

Then, in the Dec. 14 edition of the News, Mrs. Roach 
stated... “people who are here because they enjoy the ability 
to express themselves in so many diverse ways, including 
through their architecture and landscaping.” This statement 
causes one to pause when you observe her father’s current 
development in Sierra Madre Canyon. Mr. Saumur, who is a 
Sierra Madre resident and property owner, is rebuilding rental 
units he owns in a highly visible historic court at the entrance 
to the canyon. His first project utilized plywood siding and 
aluminum windows in place of the historic wood windows and 
siding, as did his second project which used pressed wood 
siding imprinted with a “wood grain” look and aluminum 
windows. The current project is a pre-fab house, with alumi¬ 
num windows, that was trucked to the location and is being 
installed on a completely new slab, approximately double the 
size of the original cabin. This new structure I** too close to a 
historic sycamore tree and he wants to cut it down. However, 
the Tree Commission and the Planning Commission granted 
for this project, allowing Mr. Saumur to remove only

one large limb of this tree, because he agreed to leave the major 
portion of the tree intact. As work progressed, the roofiine of 
the porch ended up too close to the remaining tree trunk. Ap¬ 
parently the foundation could have been moved further away 
from the tree to avoid this problem, but that solution was re¬ 
jected. This developer instead will have to return to the Tree 
Commission for permission to remove this valuable landscape 
feature which he had earlier promised to preserve. How ironic 
this seems, given Mrs. Roach’s quote mentioned earlier re¬ 
garding sensitivity to “architecture and landscape.” 

I support a strong Cultural Heritage Ordinance, one that 
serves us all and helps us to conserve our irreplaceable his¬ 
tory. As a citizen I participated vigorously in the creation of a 
Hillside Preservation Ordinance. The community was given 
good information, participated in the public reviews and sup¬ 
ported the City Council’s adoption of the Hillside Ordinance. 
This process will take place again with the revisions to the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Ordinance. It is important for your readers to 
participate and not to simply be swayed by the misleading 
anger that Mrs. Roach has given us so far.

‘My ’70s car stopped lest night as I was 


going down a hill. It started again whan I 
attempted to go Into my driveway. When I 
checked the engine, I found that the water 
In the radiator was depleted and the oil 
level was a bit high. Now I have a hard time 
starting the car and the water level de¬ 
creases quickly. Throughout all of this, no 
warning light has come on. What's the 
problem?" 

It sounds like the engine has blown a head 
gasket which could cause this problem. The 
temperature warning light didn't come on be¬ 
cause the coolant has been leaking through 
the gasket into the combustion chamber. 
Some of it is gettting into the oil and raising that 
level. The rest of the coolant is going out the 
exhaust as steam. If coolant is mixing with the 
oil, the oil will be the color of coffee mixed with 
cream. 

Your car's warning light may not have 
come on for two reasons. First, the coolant 
level may have become too low for it to reach 
the temperature sensor, therefore, showing no 
excessive temperature. Secondly, the tem¬ 
perature sensor or light is probably defective. 
Have your car towed into our service center 
and we'll see what’s wrong. A compression 
check should confirm the head gasket prob¬ 
lem.

Community 
Center 
Under Fire

During the city council meeting, Tuesday, December 19, 
the current “Use Policy”, for the community center came under 
fire. The grassroots —community based—group. Neighbors 
for Arcadia, petitioned city officials to revise the community 
center use policy, in regards to political gatherings related to 
ballot measures. 

Resident and member of Neighbors for Arcadia, Barbara 
Ellison, was on hand to comment on the community center 
Ellison said, “The Neighbors for Arcadia are currently in the 
process of circulating a petition for the inclusion of commu¬ 
nity center use on ballot measures.” 

Presently the community center is used on two priority 
levels. Priority one is available at no charge and is used for 
city sponsored events, meetings, dinners, senior citizen activi¬ 
ties, historical society, etc. Priority two is available with charge 
and is used for community sponsored youth and adult activi¬ 
ties, non-profit and athletic organizations, retirement activi¬ 
ties, etc. 

Of the current policy. Mayor Lozeski said, “This policy has 
worked for Arcadia, and 1 think that if something isn’t broke, 
don’t mess with it.” Mayor Lozeski contended that if the coun¬ 
cil were to change the existing policy, it would “open a crack 
in the door” and allow others to tamper and liberalize the com¬ 
munity center’s use policy. 

City officials deliberated on the policy and its current regu¬ 
lations for use, and were split —four to three— on voting for 
no change to the policy that evening. The council will delay 
the issue for further discussion at a future meeting. 

In another matter, the council approved funds in the amount 
of $115,000 to be budgeted in the Capital Improvement Pro¬ 
gram to cover the cost of rehabilitating one of the city’s wells 
—the Chapman Well. 

The Chapman Well was drilled in 1923 and the last reju¬ 
venation occurred in 1980 when the city purchased the well 
from the city of Monrovia. 

The proposed rehabilitation includes the installation of a 
well casing liner, sanitary seal, energy efficient motor and a 
new pump. The well casing liner and sanitary seal are needed 
to provide a physical barrier against water contamination from 
the infiltration of soil bacteria during the rainy season. Also, 
the new pump and motor will reduce power and maintenance 
costs for the facility. 

The city council will reconvene in the new year on Janu¬ 
ary 2. 1996 at 5:30 p.m

City Council fit School Board Joint Meeting 

School Refurbishing 
Project in Jeopardy

The City Council and the 
Schrxsl Board met on Thurs¬ 
day. Dec. 14, and discussed 
urgent issues, w ith a primary 
fiKus on the current massive 
debt the state owes the schtxil 
and Its repercussions on the 
refurbishing project. 

Currently, most of 
Arcadia’s schools are under¬ 
going major renovations. The 
renewal processes include 
new electrical wiring—for 
the high power needs of com¬ 
puters and other multimedia 
equipment, new ceilings, new 
fioors, as well as plumbing 
and other general needs. 

Before the refurbishing 
project began, the stale owed 


$6 million to Arcadia’s 
sehixils. When all the projceis 
are complete, the stale will 
then owe $13 million 

Recently, the Senate ap¬ 
proved the $3 billion bond 
measure, of w hich $13.5 mil¬ 
lion would be distributed to 
Arcadia’s selKX)l system. The 
bond went from the Senate to 
the Assembly, who has voted 
not to put it on their ballot. 

Bond measures are only 
voted on in even numbered 
years. If the Assembly were not 
to include the measure on this 
year’s ballot, Arcadia would 
have to wait till 1998 for the 
next eligible voting year. 

City Council and Schyxil 
Board officials discussed 
possible repercussions if the 


bond were denied If the bond 
were to be denied, it would 
create a devastating domino 
effect on Arcadia’s school 
system. Some of the effects 
would include drastic cuts in 
personnel, which in turn 
would cause extracurricular 
program cuts. According to 
school officials, almost all 
extracurricular activities 
would be adversely affected. 

The City Council and 
Schtxyl Board members are 
currently creating joint and 
separate letters of appeal of 
Assemblymen Bob Margett 
and Bill Hoge. The letters will 
dispute the Assembly’s deci¬ 
sion and cite examples for the 
dire need for the bond mea-

^ed Asher he Earl Coats 


(#5 in a series based on stories told at the Arcadia 
Community Center Veteran’s Day Celebration) 


Fred Asher: He graduated from the Naval Academy in 
1939 and was on active duty for 21 years prior to retirement 
in 1960 as a Commander. On Dec. 7,1941, he was the 24-year- 
old Ranking Ensign on the USS Blue at Pearl Harbor. 

The Blue had a complement of 11 officers and 172 enlisted 
personnel. That Sunday morning, they had four ensigns and 
about 130 enlisted aboard which was normal, being peacetime. 
The senior officers were living ashore with their families and 
some of the enlisted men were on liberty. 

At 8 a.m., Pearl Harbor came under attack and Ensign 
Asher was suddenly in command of the Blue. He sounded the 
crews to man their battle stations. 

The engine room crew worked fanatically to build up steam 
and by 8:47 a.m., the Blue was on the way out of the harbor. 
They slowed to pick up oil-covered survivors from the burn¬ 
ing Utah, then broke out of the harbor at 9:10 a.m. Firing for 
the first time in combat, they had already downed four Japa¬ 
nese aircraft. 

The Blue returned to Pearl Harbor at 8 p.m. on Monday, 
Dec. 8. Fires were raging and the air was fouled by burning 
fuel oil. Tom hulks of twisted steel filled the harbor. The crew 
lined the deck in stricken silence to view the terrible destruc¬ 
tion as they anchored. 

It was a sad Fred Asher that finally settled in for the night. 
He was proud that he had saved the Blue with only three inju¬ 
ries but he knew a long, costly, deadly war lay ahead. 

Asher says, “Pearl Harbor was the battle cry that carried 
this formerly isolationist country to victory in World War II." 

Earl Coats: When he took the microphone in hand he 
said, “It’s sure nice to be here among all these officers. I was 
only a little old enlisted man." 

Coats had been on an aircraft carrier that had left Pearl 
Harbor on Dec. 5. When general quarters sounded on Dec. 7, 


‘The big battle was won.” Their first raid was m me r^ew 
Guinea Solomon Islands territory. Earl told of many battles, 
many close calls and many losses. 

He told of what he described as their big battle on May 8, 
1942. “We were onto one of their carriers and they knew where 
we were.” Planes from both sides went up and they were af¬ 
ter each other. 

Coats was on his station working the gear wires across the 
deck to catch the planes when they landed. One pilot led a 
Japanese plane into firing range for the carrier, then spun out 
of the way. They shot the plane down but their own man had 
gone out too far and never returned. Another came in and fell 
short but they were able to fish him out of the water. 

Coats turned around to see a Japanese torpedo coming 
straight at them. It struck directly under him. He was hit with 
shraonel but Coats said, “not too badly.” They were under

This is a perfect gift book 
for someone who is going 
through or has just gone 
through losing a loved 
one...perhaps yourself ? As 
Mr. DeMulle states in his 
book, “I won’t be the first, 
and I am sure that you will 
agree, not the last, to point out 
that the ending of a true love 
affair is in some aspects more 
painful than the finality of 
death.” Perhaps this is be¬ 
cause the self-deception of 
hope remains cruelly behind. 
Even when we KNOW it is 
really over. 

When I first read the title, 
all kinds of jokes about the 
double-entendre came to 
mind. However, the journey 
the author takes us on from 
Page 1, is so vulnerable, hon¬ 
est and simple, that I quickly 
forgot my previous humor. It 
is difficult to write about love 
and the loss of love without 
sounding cliche, self-pitying 
or just plain stupid. “Noctur¬ 
nal Emissions” is about the 
loss of a loved one: An all en¬ 
compassing, soul-mate-lover, 
that some of us may have 
been lucky enough to have 
experienced in our lifetimes. 
Yet, I did not feel uncomfort¬ 
able with his emotional, spiri¬ 
tual or physical loss. I was 
right there with him. The five 
chapters of the book are titled 
for the five stages one goes 
through after the death of a 
loved one: Denial, Anger, 
Bargaining, Depression and 
Acceptance. 

Interspersed throughout 
his nocturnal journal-keeping 
entries are the poems and vi¬ 
gnettes he wrote during the 
particular stage. I am not a 
poetry fan. I generally wince 
at the mere mention of the 
word. However, I found my¬ 
self reading his poems as eas¬ 
ily as text, and in fact looking 
forward to the further enlight¬ 
enment they brought.

Making Choices 

“Joseph, her husband, an upright man, decided to divorce 
Mary quietly. Such was his intention when suddenly ...” 

Joseph was caught. Either he had to continue with his plans 
to take Mary as his wife, knowing full well she was pregnant 
by someone else or he had to privately divorce her. His love 
for the law and his regard for Mary led him to make the sec¬ 
ond choice when suddenly... God, through a dream, provided 
a way out, the third choice. 

It happens all the time, especially to people who want to 
be close to G(xl and to do the right thing. They find themselves 
faced with an either-or decision: to get married or remain 
single, to continue getting an education or drop out to get a 
job. to speak out against a bully or stay silent.. As soon as 
they make one choice, all the good things about the opposite 
choice appear and they find themselves in deeper indecision 
and confusion. Like Joseph they feel tom, tossed from one 
horn to the other of their dilemma. Damned if they do, damned 
if they don’t. 

Of course, there are some situations where a clear choice 
has to be made. One either cheats or does not cheat on his taxes 
for final exams. One either has or does not have an abortion. 
For the person who tries to be upright like the bewildered 
Joseph, who seeks the will of God in the gathering darkness, 
there is the pmmise that even the painful choice will eventu¬ 
ally pierce through into bliss. For God there was not the grace 
of the third choice. He chose the path which wove through the 
darkness of Bethlehem, Gethsemane and Calvary, but which, 
against all odds, opened out into the blaze of Easter. 

One little dream rescues Joseph from hurt, disappointment 
and fear. Often all it takes to broaden our vision is a ten-minute 
chat, a magazine article, a passage of Scripture which seems 
to leap out at us; at other times we plod through months of a 
kind of mental badminton which calls for lengthy conversa¬ 
tion and peri(xls of prayer. Finally we decide, when suddenly

Soon I was getting letters at every poit and 
before too long, we became "man & wife" and we lived in San 
Francisco for twelve years or until I retired. We did take an 
awful lot of trips together, Europe, thrice, Australia the same, 
and, of course, Honolulu and Canada and most of the U.S. on 
my leaves. 

We moved to Southern California on my retijentent and 
eventually landed at the British Home. We had a lost of good 
times as Dorothy could make so many good friends at a glance. 

She started having pains in March of this year and eventu¬ 
ally wound up at the Arcadia Methodist Hc^tal where she 
was operated on for cancer of the colon but she also had can¬ 
cer of the liver and that is what took her for good on Novem¬ 
ber 18th. She was cremated, her wishes, and some day her 
ashes will find their way to her old home town of Yass and be 
buried along with her parents.
